Summary of Findings: 










Major G. D. Lynch is reported to be buried at this location but the grave stone inscription 
was not updated after it was confirmed by the CWGC that he was buried in Plot 3 Row 
F Grave 31 . Steve St. Amant visited the site and confirmed that grave stone reads 
“Unknown Major of the 16 th Battalion". Richard Laughton confirmed that the CWGC 
Headstone Register has a hand-written notation that puts Major Lynch in that grave. 

Reg Gervais photographed the headstone on February 22, 2015. This change is also 
noted on the Graves Registration Report and the Concentration of Graves. The name of 
Major Lynch is inscribed on the Vimy Memorial.

• The new grave stone was manufactured but has yet to be placed at the grave 
site. 

The name of Major George David Lynch Lynch should be placed on this grave stone.
